MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Union charged in a fresh attack 
today that Red China disrupted 
Communist 
bloc 
tactics during 
the Cuban crisis by stepping up 
m ilitary actions on the 
Indian 
border last fall. 
A long article in the official 
communist 
party 
newspaper 
Pravda accused the Chinese Reds 
of taking every opportunity to 
cause trouble between East and 
West. It said the Peking regime 
apparently is trying to goad Rus­ 
sia into a ‘‘collision course" with 
tho United States. 


The article said this is the only 
explanation tor Peking’s actions 
in its deepening political and idc- 
ologcal quarrel with Moscow. 
The Russians said Red China 
is striving for its own nuclear 
weapons "at any cost" and thus 
is in favor of a nuclear arm s 
race. 
Tho new Soviet attack on the 
Chinese Communists followed up 
a charge by the Peking regime 
Thursday that the Kremlin once 
had 
agreed 
to 
help 
it 
make 
atomic bombs but reneged. 
The two giants of the Commu­ 
nist world have been exchanging 
fresh denunciations since Russia 
joined the United States and Brit­ 
ain in .signing a partial nuclear 
test ban treaty in Moscow Aug. 5. 
The Chinese Reds, who favor 
a militant policy toward the West 
as opposed to Moscow's peaceful 
coexistence, have labeled Soviet 
agreem ent on the test ban a cap­ 
itulation to the West. They charge 
the Russians are trying to hinder 
defense development of the other 
Communist states by banning nu­ 
clear tests in the atmosphere, in 
outer space and under water.
